^APPROPRIATION 


Oklahoma City, Ok., June 23.—At­ 
torney General West has asked the 
legislature to increase his contingent 


expense allowance to $15,000, so he 


will have sufficient sum <;o continue 
the fight for the 2c railroad fare. The 
appropriation bill gives the depart­ 
ment but $S,OOO per year and $1,000 
of that su n is for printing. Attorney 
General West told members of the leg­ 
islature s hat he probably would have 
to tra .e l the same ground other states 
had and use the same experts and 
that he did not have sufficient funds 
to do so. 
The 2c fare was before the senate

Senators 
Austtin and McIntosh which purported 
to recite the history of the litigation, 
declare that the Injunction against the 
Oklahoma rate has not ben dissolved, 
and directed the attorney general to 
proceed with the case. Senator Roddie 
objected to wording of the resolution. 
“I am not against getting the 2c 
rate in effect,’* said the senator from 
Ada, Ubut I am opposed to giving the

condition that Oklahoma has no case. 
We have lost everything up to date. 
We are out of court and will keep out 
of court until we get a new suit in­ 
stituted.” 
Senator Burford who was named as

Stephens says he used sassafras oil 
and coal oil. He declared that one 
part sassafras oil mixed with three 
parts of Corsicana coal oil, used in­ 
ternally and externally, 
would 
cure 
any case of pellagra. 
Mr. Stephens, who says he is an 
uncle of Lieutenant Governor Mayes, 
declares that he became afflicted with 
pellagra several years ago. He says 
he got the disease 
from 
sprouting 
corn. He handled the corn daily while 
feeding it to chickens. The disease, he 
declared, got a hold on him and rend­ 
ered his constitution very weak. Phy­ 
sicians were unable to make any head 
way against the disease. 
It was at this time that ‘Mr. Steph­ 
ens decided to become his own physi­ 
cian. He says he learned during the 
civil w ar—he is a Confederate veteran 
—that sassafras oil would 
kill 
any 
kind of insects. He says he had seen 
soldiers during the war treated for 
itch with sassafras oil.
